During  discussion,  Mr.  Fowler  offered 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Article  ".  .  .  except  in 
cases  of  breakdown  of  a  vehicle  on  the  side  of  a 
highway  where  every  effort  has  been  made  to  have 
same  removed/'  In  discussion  of  the  Amendment,  Mr. 


Tom  Allan  of  Woodland  Road  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  With 
a  vote  by  show  of  hands  the  Article,  with  the  Amend- 
ment was  passed. 

Article  IX 

Shaun  Berry  moved  this  Article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  X 

Fred  Scheyer  moved  that  this  Article  be  approved  as 
read.  Seconded.  During  discussion,  Mr.  Scheyer  ex- 
plained to  David  Peters,  of  Hampshire  Road,  the 
location  of  Bashby  Road.  Mary  Peterson  asked  if 
abutters  had  been  notified.  Mr.  Scheyer  explained  that 
in  this  instance  this  was  not  necessary  (to  notify 
abuttors.)  In  answer  to  Bruce  Golden  of  South  Road, 
Mr.  Scheyer  said  that  this  road  had  not  been  any 
expense  to  the  town;  but  because  of  zoning  changes, 
the  selectmen  thought  it  was  better  that  the  town  be 
relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  perhaps  future  litiga- 
tion. After  further  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for 
a  vote  by  show  of  hands.  The  Article  was  defeated.  Mr. 
Scheyer  asked  for  a  count  of  hands.  The  result  of  the 
count  was  61  for  the  Article,  93  against.  The  Article 
was  defeated.

Motion 
seconded  that  we  pass  the  Article  subject  to  the  Amend- 
ment by  Mr.  Fowler.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  XIX 

Jane  Robie  moved  that  Article  XIX  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 
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Article  II 

Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  Nat  Lyons 
moved  that  he  read  the  Budget  line  by  line  and  that  all 
unheld  items  be  approved  at  this  time.  Seconded.  It 
was  a  vote. 

Hydrants  After  some  discussion  Moderator  Mul- 
herrin  asked  for  a  show  of  hands.  This  was  a  vote. 

Police  Department  There  was  a  question  from  the 
floor  if  the  amount  in  the  budget  included  the  care  of 
two  police  dogs.  Questions  were  referred  to  Chief 
O'Connor  by  the  Moderator.  The  Chief  said  that 
this  amount  did  not  include  the  cost  of  the  dogs. 
After  discussion  about  police  coverage  in  the  town, 
and  the  7.5%  increase  in  salaries,  the  Moderator 
asked  for  a  show  of  hands.  It  was  a  vote. 

Fire  Department  After  discussion,  and  explana- 
tion of  the  increase  in  budget  which  includes  the 
7.5%  increase  in  wages,  Moderator  Mulherrin  asked 
the  voters  for  a  show  of  hands.  It  was  a  vote. 

Town  Poor  The  question  was  asked  from  the  floor 
how  this  money  was  used,  and  what  happened  to 
any  that  was  left  over.  Mr.  Scheyer  explained  how 
the  money  was  distributed,  and  that  actually  the 
selectmen  had  spent  more  this  year  than  was  in  the 
budget.  After  a  show  of  hands,  this  was  a  vote. 

Nat  Lyon  moved  that  we  approve  the  passing  of  the 
town  budget  in  the  amount  of  $420,801.63.  Seconded.  It 
was  a  vote. 

Article  XX 

Edgar  N.  Hobby,  retiring  School  Board  member  for 
the  Winnacunnet  District,  representing  North  Hamp- 
ton urged  voters  to  turn  out  for  the  School  District 
Meeting  March  23.  He  explained  that  the  town  of 
Seabrook  is  expected  to  withdraw  from  the  cooperative 
district  at  this  meeting. 


Nat  Lyon  also  asked  people  to  turn  out  for  this 
school  meeting.  The  new  teachers'  contracts  will  alter 
the  budget  figures,  and  he  feels  it  important  for  towns- 
people to  have  a  say  in  where  their  money  is  going. 

Ruth  Griffin  spoke  of  the  39  years  and  quality  of 
service  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hobbs  has  given  our  town.  A 
standing  ovation  was  given  Mrs.  Hobbs. 

Fred  Scheyer  spoke  about  the  committees  and  boards 
that  the  selectmen  have  to  appoint.  He  asked  that 
anyone  interested  in  being  active  in  any  of  these  listed 
on  pages  5  &  6  of  the  Annual  Report  to  please  let  the 
selectmen  know. 

Mr.  Scheyer  spoke  of  Shaun  Berry's  retiring  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  of  his  leadership  to  Don 
Palmer  and  himself  this  past  year.  Selectman  Scheyer 
called  for  a  standing  ovation  by  the  meeting  in  recog- 
nition of  Mr.  Berry's  work  done  for  the  town  of  North 
Hampton. 

Moderator  Mulherrin  said  that  he  would  entertain  a 
motion  for  adjournment.  So  moved  and  seconded.  The 
meeting  was  dissolved  at  9:40  p.m. 

The  polls  remained  open  for  all  those  who  had  not 
had  the  opportunity  to  vote.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


1976  has  seen  the  library  grow  in  many  respects.  We 
have  added  137  cardholders  (108  adults  and  29  child- 
ren), over  600  volumes  to  our  total  collection  (16,209), 
and  circulation  has  increased  more  than  600  with- 
drawals (34,484).  Bulletin  boards  have  been  built  in 
two  different  areas. 

Staff  and  trustees  have  attended  state  and  district 
meetings  to  keep  ourselves  current  as  to  library  trends, 
applicable  laws,  and  cooperative  ventures  that  can  be 
of  benefit  to  us. 

Our  hardworking  Friends  group  continue  to  give  us 
their  interest  and  moral  support  as  well  as  financial 
aid.  Books  on  Arts  and  Crafts  have  been  their  special 
project  both  last  year  and  this.  They  have  also  pro- 
vided filmstrips,  slides,  and  a  Christmas  film  for 
children.  Brightening  the  children's  area  and  a  dis- 
play case  for  children's  hobbies  will  be  next  in  their 
plans. 

Work  on  insulating  and  ventilating  the  attic  of  the 
library  is  going  on  at  the  present  time  and  we  are 
asking  for  public  support  of  the  warrant  article  at 
town  meeting  providing  funds  from  Revenue  Sharing 
to  finish  this  project.  This  can  be  completed  before 
summer,  and  is  aimed  at  decreasing  costs  for  both 
heating  and  airconditioning  as  well  as  the  heat  build- 
up we  have  experienced  in  the  past. 

A  thank  you  to  our  staff;  Bobbie  Craig,  librarian; 
Jane  DeCourcy,  asst.  librarian,  and  Jody  Smith  and 
Elvie  Johnson,  substitutes,  for  their  faithful  service, 
and  Mary  McDermott  for  the  many  hours  she  has 
volunteered.  They  all  help  contribute  to  the  helpful, 
friendly  atmosphere  we  believe  should  prevail. 
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We  encourage  your  participation  and  suggestions 
and  thank  you  for  your  support  in  the  past  year.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  School  Build- 
ing on  Atlantic  Avenue,  in  said  North  Hampton  on 
Tuesday,  the  Eighth  of  March,  1977  at  1  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  business  meeting  to  begin  at  7:30  P.M., 
polls  not  to  close  before  7:30  P.M.;  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  I.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  a  term 
of  three  years,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer, 
one  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  all  necessary  Town  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  years. 

ARTICLE  II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  a 
majority  of  them  to  sell  and  convey  the  real  property 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  sale,  any  such  sale  to  be 
at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 

ARTICLE  V.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  and 
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as  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire 
RSA  31:63. 

Section  505  Temporary  Structures: 

Delete  the  entire  paragraph  and  substitute  the 
following: 

505.1  Temporary  structures  shall  only  be  allowed  by 
permit  and  in  conjunction  with  construction 
work  and  only  during  the  period  that  the  work 
is  in  progress.  The  permit  allowing  the  con- 
struction shall  note  approval  of  any  tempo- 
rary structure. 

505.2  Any  vehicle,  whether  or  not  powered  and 
whether  or  not  licensed,  not  used  for  transpor- 
tation, shall  be  considered  to  be  a  temporary 
structure.

The  permit  will 
be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector 
only  if  he  feels  such  use  of  a  vehicle 
would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  area. 

505.3  Residing  in  any  temporary  structure,  or  a 
basement  or  foundation  before  completion  or  a 
permanent  structure  shall  not  be  permitted. 

505.4  No  part  of  Section  505  shall  apply  to  Mobile- 
homes  or  to  Travel  Trailers  as  defined  in 
Section  302  and  regulated  in  Sections  503  and 
504. 

Section  509  Delete  entire  section  (covered  by  State 
Statute)  —  Substitute  word  Deleted 
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ARTICLE  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
approve  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  will  elect  to 
approve  of  the  inclusion  of  its  officers  and  employees 
in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  which  system  is  provided  for  by 
New  Hampshire  RSA  100- A  (supp),  for  the  employees 
of  the  Town  in  accordance  with  Chapter  134  to  be 
effective  June  1,  1977.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  compliance  with  RSA  36-A:2,  the  Conservation 
Commission  submits  the  following  report  to  the  voters 
of  North  Hampton. 

To  better  determine  the  conservation  interests  and 
needs  of  the  Town,  the  Conservation  Commission 
compiled  a  questionnaire  which  was  delivered  to  each 
household  before  Town  Meeting  along  with  the  Town 
Annual  Reports.  After  these  questionnaires  were  re- 
turned they  were  given  to  a  computer  class  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  for  tabulation  and  cor- 
relation of  the  answers.  The  results  of  the  question- 
naire were  outlined  at  the  Commission's  Open  House 
in  October. 

In  the  spring  the  Town  received  title  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Forests  to  the 
50.66  acres  of  land  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Boies 
as  a  wildlife  preserve.  Earlier,  a  1,500-foot  walking 
trail  on  the  land  had  been  laid  out  and  cleared  by  the 
Wildlife  Society  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Stevan  H.  Logsdon. 

In  April  the  annual  roadside  clean-up  was  held 
through  the  generous  efforts  of  townspeople  of  all 
ages.  The  Commission  reminds  everyone  of  the  need 
for  trucks  and  station  wagons,  drivers,  and  especially 
willing  hands  for  this  year's  clean-up  day,  Saturday, 
April  9. 

The  Conservation  Commission  held  an  informa- 
tional Open  House  at  the  Town  Library  in  October. 
Various  members  of  the  Commission  discussed  the 
history  and  role  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  as 
well  as  specific  items  of  interest  such  as  management 
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of  land  given  to  the  Town,  possibilities  for  a  Town 
Forest,  current  use  law,  conservation  of  wetlands, 
information  required  for  compiling  a  vegetation  map, 
cost  of  development  versus  cost  of  conservation,  and 
the  results  of  the  questionnaire.  Maps,  graphic  dis- 
plays, and  hand-out  material  accompanied  the  presen- 
tations. In  addition,  Dick  Flanders,  from  the  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Board,  spoke  on  water 
quality  and  control  in  North  Hampton. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Commission  continued  to 
review  all  Dredge  and  Fill  applications  received  by  the 
Town.  It  became  evident,  as  a  result  of  the  studies  of 
the  many  wetlands  related  topics,  such  as  Dredge  and 
Fill  applications,  water  quality  control,  sewage  dis- 
posal systems,  and  wetlands  zoning,  that  preservation 
of  the  wetlands  in  North  Hampton  is  the  area  of 
primary  concern  to  the  Commission  at  present. 

An  updated  dwelling  map,  showing  houses  built 
since  1973,  along  with  other  Commission  maps  and 
photographs,  was  displayed  at  Town  Meeting.  The 
Commission  purchased  aerial  photographs  of  North 
Hampton  for  reference  purposes. 

The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the 
citizens,  town  officials,  and  others  who  have  provided 
concern  and  assistance  during  the  year,  and  to  remind 
you  that  the  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  each  month  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Town  Offices.

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NORTH  HAMPTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
Report  for  1976 

The  Police  Department  would  like  to  say  "Thank 
you"  to  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  in 
the  year  1976.  Due  to  your  awareness  of  the  happen- 
ings around  you  and  your  quick  response  in  letting  us 
know  your  suspicions,  we  can  report  to  you  that  there 
is  a  decrease  in  serious  crime  in  our  town. 

However,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  traffic  viola- 
tions. We've  contacted  the  Traffic  Division  in  Concord 
and  have  added  a  number  of  new  signs  along  our 
roads  and  intersections  to  aid  in  our  traffic  problems. 
Radar  is  also  being  used  on  many  of  the  roads  and  this 
has  helped  considerably. 

According  to  the  automatic  traffic  recorder  report 
from  Concord  Traffic  Research  Section,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  vehicles  travelling  on 
both  Route  #1  and  1 A  over  the  year  1976.  These  records 
are  available  at  our  office  for  anyone  to  view  who  may 
be  interested.

NORTH  HAMPTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  North  Hampton  Fire  Department  responded  to 
118  calls  for  various  causes  throughout  the  year.  The 
Fire  Department  dispatched  the  Ambulance  120  times. 

The  Fire  loss  was  approximately  $91,000.00  for  1976.

North  Hampton  received  Mutual  Aid  6  times:  One 
Fire  in  January  received  Mutual  Aid  from  Hampton, 
Hampton  Falls,  Exeter,  Greenland,  Rye,  and  Ports- 
mouth; one  Fire  in  July  received  Aid  from  Hampton 
and  Rye;  the  remaining  4  Fires  had  Aid  from  Hampton. 

Throughout  the  year,  training  has  been  held  the 
second  Tuesday  and  third  Wednesday  each  month, 
with  about  75%  attendance.  The  Fire  Department  was 
given  two  old  buildings  to  burn  for  training  sessions. 
This  gave  new  Firefighters  a  chance  to  get  experience 
under  Fire  conditions,  and  experienced  Members  re- 
viewed techniques. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Firefighters 
Association  and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  a  new  Ratelco 
Mobile  Intercom  System  was  installed  on  the  aerial 
Ladder  so  the  Man  on  top  of  the  Ladder  can  talk  with 
the  Man  on  the  turntable  without  shouting  back  and 
forth,  making  it  much  safer  for  the  Man  on  the  Ladder. 
This  was  installed  without  any  cost  to  the  Town. 
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I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  all  the  Residents  of 
North  Hampton  for  their  support.  Any  one  may  stop  in 
and  look  over  the  Equipment,  and  see  what  the  needs 
of  the  Fire  Department  are  anytime.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry 
Department  has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or 
city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names 
of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one 
person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other 
persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three 
year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of 
all  outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire. 
Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such 
places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest 
fire  organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup 
personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  preven- 
tion activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  result- 
ed in  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires 
in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

There  were  trips  scheduled  on  Wednesdays  to  Paw- 
tuckaway  State  Park,  Canobie  Lake  Park,  the  movies, 
and  one  trip  deep  sea  fishing.

Approximately  450  boys  and  175  girls  participated 
during  the  past  year  in  the  Youth  Association  activities 
ranging  in  age  from  seven  to  seventeen. 

In  the  Spring,  our  baseball  program  offered  a  variety 
of  programs,  starting  with  an  instructional  "T-Ball" 
League  for  the  youngsters  to  learn  the  basic  funda- 
mentals and  then  progress  to  a  Junior  or  Senior 
Division  League.  For  those  with  more  ability,  we  had 
two  uniformed  teams  in  the  Seacoast  Little  League 
and  two  in  the  Tidewater  Pony  League  competing  with 
the  five  surrounding  towns.  During  the  same  period, 
over  seventy  girls  were  participating  in  the  softball 
program. 

We  ended  the  Spring  and  Summer  Programs  with  a 
field  day  held  in  July  in  which  the  boys  and  girls 
competed  in  various  field  events.  This  is  a  family  day 
in  which  awards  were  presented  to  each  youngster 
upon  completion  of  their  sport  and  trophies  to  the 
winners  of  the  various  events. 

In  the  fall,  a  boy's  soccer  and  a  girl's  soccer  program, 
as  well  as  a  football  program  were  offered;  and  during 
the  winter,  boy's  basketball,  hockey  and  girl's  basket- 
ball completed  our  programs  for  the  year. 

Funds  for  our  programs  came  from  the  following: 
town  appropriation,  registration  fees  ($2.50),  annual 
raffle  and  donations.  Again,  our  main  fund  raising 
event  was  the  raffling  of  a  hindquarter  of  prime  angus 
beef.  Our  raffle  last  year  was  our  most  successful,  and 
has  consequently  reduced  the  request  of  funds  appro- 
priated by  the  town.  All  income  is  used  for  equipment 
purchase,  repair,  facility  upkeep,  etc.  There  are  no  paid 
personnel  in  the  association.

In  this  past  year  the  North  Hampton  Ambulance 
responded  to  a  total  of  118  requests  for  assistance. 
There  were  68  transfers,  and  50  emergency  calls. 

Once  again,  may  I  remind  you  all  that  the  North 
Hampton  Ambulance  system  is  totally  volunteer  in 
personnel.  It  is  sustained  by  the  money  from  those 
who  hold  a  contract  of  five  dollars  per  year,  and  covers 
your  entire  family  on  a  twenty-four  hour  basis,  day 
and  night.  Through  all  the  seasons  of  that  year,  there 
is  someone  available  to  answer  your  needs  for  a  class 
A  ambulance  and  trained,  state  registered  attendants. 

Many  of  you  have  been  most  thoughtful  and  helpful 
in  sending  us  added  contributions  in  sums  large  enough 
for  us  to  add  valuable  equipment.  We  thank  you  all, 
and  remember  each  and  every  one  with  gratefulness. 

Without  the  valuable  assistance  of  both  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  our  work  would  be  difficult,  indeed 
nearly  impossible  in  many  respects. 

The  maintenance,  and  cleanliness,  which  the  Fire- 
men provide  for  the  vehicle,  and  their  cheerfull  assis- 
tance in  all  requests  we  make  (and  women  make 
many),  is  beyond  reproach  and  deeply  appreciated. 

The  very  same  courtesy  and  assistance  is  always 
forthcoming  from  the  Police  Department  as  well.  Their 
extra  push,  and  their  very  presence  at  the  scene  of 
accident  or  housecall  is  a  heart-warming  sight  to  us, 
therefore,  to  both  Departments  and  their  men  our 
grateful  appreciation. 

We  are  currently  sponsoring  an  Advanced  First  Aid 
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Class  under  the  most  able  direction  of  Mr.  Harry 
Pollard,  Instructor,  and  his  assistant,  Kathy  Corbett. 
Acknowledgement  of  the  long  hours  involved  by  both 
the  instructors  and  the  eighteen  men  and  women  is 
recognized  and  appreciated  by  the  Corps. 

All  seminars,  and  instructive  classes  held  by  hos- 
pitals or  State  departments  are  attended  by  at  least 
one  of  our  group  to  keep  abreast  of  the  "latest". 

Regretfully,  we  said  "good-bye"  to  Mrs.  Ruth  Allen, 
R.N.,  who  gave  such  long  and  devoted  duty  with  us. 
Mrs.  Allen  is  gratefully  remembered. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  our  new  person- 
nel; they  are  contributing  so  much  to  our  work  in  time, 
new  ideas,  and  interest.

During  fiscal  year  July  1,  1975  through  June  30, 
1976,  852  calls  were  made  in  North  Hampton.  Of  these 
calls,  272  were  made  free  of  charge  or  at  a  reduced  fee. 
The  policy  of  the  agency  remains  the  same.  No  one  is 
refused  service  because  of  inability  to  pay  -  fees  are 
sealed  or  care  is  provided  on  a  no  charge  basis  when 
necessary.  In  addition  to  nursing  care,  both  our  Physi- 
cal Therapist  and  Homemaker  Home  Health  aides 
have  been  utilized  by  North  Hampton  residents. 

Currently  42  children  from  North  Hampton  are 
enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic.  These  children  from 
birth  until  6  years  old  are  seen  on  a  regular  schedule 
for  physical  examinations,  immunization,  blood  tests, 
counseling,  developmental  testing,  vision  and  hearing 
screenings,  urine  tests  and  lead  screening.  Children 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  6  are  seen  twice  a  year  at  our 
Dental  Clinic  and  are  referred  to  local  dentists  for 
treatment  when  necessary  at  no  cost  to  the  families. 

Last  fall  we  had  a  flu  clinic  for  the  Senior  Citizens 
and  have  met  with  them  since  in  an  effort  to  set  up  an 
ongoing  Blood  Pressure  Monitoring  and  Screening 
program. 

Referrals  are  made  to  appropriate  agencies  when  the 
need  arises.  Some  of  the  resources  we  frequently  use 
are  Sight  Conservation,  Crippled  Childrens  Clinic, 
Family  Planning,  Cardiac  clinic,  Welfare,  Legal  Aid, 
Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center,  etc.

REPORT  OF  THE 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

A  comprehensive  mosquito  control  program  was 
initiated  in  North  Hampton  this  past  summer  with 
satisfactory  results.  The  program  was  divided  into  two 
main  parts:  1.)  source  reduction  and,  2.)  chemical 
methods.  The  main  thrust  of  the  program  was  aimed 
at  controlling  the  mosquitoes  to  a  tolerable  level  with- 
out significantly  disturbing  the  surroundng  environ- 
ment. 

Chemical  control  methods  were  implemented  to  at- 
tack both  the  larvae  (immature  stages  that  inhabit 
stagnant  bodies  of  water)  and  the  flying  adults.  A 
chemical,  Abate  4  -  E,  was  sprayed  from  a  hand 
sprayer  on  these  stagnant  pools  to  kill  the  larvae.  It 
proved  very  effective  with  mortality  rates  as  high  as 
100%  in  areas.  The  majority  of  the  735  gallons  of 
chemical  formulation  applied  was  put  on  the  salt 
marsh.  The  salt  marsh  mosquito  being  the  number  one 
nuisance  in  the  community  was  the  prime  target  to 
control.  It  has  the  capacity  to  produce  40  to  50  million 
immature  mosquitoes  per  square  acre,  after  each  tidal 
flooding  and  heavy  rain.  With  this  enormous  potential 
for  breeding,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  so  much  emphasis  on 
controlling  this  particular  species  is  placed. 

Another  method  of  chemical  control  initiated  was 
adulticiding.  This  was  done  weekly  where  a  truck 
mounted  sprayer  went  10  miles  per  hour  spewing  a 
chemical,  Cythion  95,  along  the  town  roads  in  an 
effort  to  control  the  flying  adults.  Last  summer  thir- 
teen complete  sprayings  of  the  town  were  accomplished. 

Other  methods  of  control,  biological  and  cultural 
involving  the  reopening  of  salt  marsh  ditches  are 
being  studied  and  are  hoped  to  be  implemented  in  the

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMITTEE

The  feature  film  1 776  began  the  year  with  a  showing 
for  the  public  in  early  February.  This  film  was  rated  as 
an  excellent  dramatization  of  the  creation  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence.  In  March,  the  three  reels  of 
the  film  titled  These  States  were  presented  at  the 
library.  This  was  an  overview  of  the  thirteen  original 
colonies  which  became  states. 

In  April,  four  hundred  Bicentennial  number  plates 
were  placed  on  sale  by  the  town  clerk.  These  plates 
contained  a  picture  of  the  Boars  Head  sign  which 
appears  on  the  town's  fire  trucks. 

The  following  month  a  matching  grant  was  received 
from  the  federal  ARBC  to  help  with  the  printing  of  a 
town  history  book.  Mr.  Stillman  Hobbs  was  contracted 
to  write  this  original  work. 

A  display  of  the  Philbrick  Tinsmith  shop  was  ar- 
ranged by  the  Junior  High  History  Club  under  Miss 
Nancy  Hamilton's  direction.  Booklets  of  their  research 
may  now  be  seen  at  the  library. 

The  Henry  Dearborn  Company  came  to  town  for  the 
Memorial  Day  parade.  The  officers  of  this  volunteer 
group  presented  a  public  lecture  at  the  library,  and 
spoke  to  the  students  at  a  school  assembly.  They 
helped  us  to  dedicate  the  new  recreational  area  as 
Dearborn  Park. 

On  July  5th  a  chicken  supper  was  sponsored  by  the 
committee  at  the  town  hall  and  over  350  people  attend- 
ed. A  bicentennial  quilt  was  produced  by  the  women's 
Extension  Group  and  raffled  off  at  this  time.  A  dance 
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on  the  parking  lot  was  held  under  the  stars  with  music 
by  the  Seashell  Band  led  by  Stan  Bednarz. 

In  October  a  musical  play  was  put  on  in  the  school 
auditorium  by  the  "Future  Americans."  Twenty  North 
Hampton  students  joined  the  cast  in  their  performance. 

In  December  a  barbershop  quartet  concert  was  brought 
in  and  presented  for  the  enjoyment  of  all  during  the 
evening  at  the  school  auditorium. 

The  final,  and  most  lasting,  project  of  this  com- 
mittee is  to  publish  the  history  of  the  town  for  future 
generations.  We  would  like  to  publicly  thank  all  of  the 
many  citizens  who  have  helped  out  during  these  past 
two  years.  We  hope  that  our  townspeople  have  been 
brought  an  awareness  of  their  town,  and  have  developed 
a  sense  of  pride.

Dear  Dr.  Hamilton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  and  the  resi- 
dents of  the  North  Hampton  School  District  my  annual 
Principal's  Report. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  approximately  the  same 
as  last  year.  In  December  our  enrollment  was  548 
students.  The  December,  1975  enrollment  was  557.  We 
anticipate  a  decrease  for  September  of  1977  when  our 
large  eighth  grade  leaves  with  a  resulting  projected 
enrollment  of  520.  This  will  result  in  a  decrease  in  our 
professional  staff  of  one  member. 

Last  year  we  began  a  two-year  process  of  updating 
our  language  arts  program.  The  term  language  arts 
encompasses  all  the  communications  skills  of  oral  and 
written  language  found  in  reading,  writing,  and  speak- 
ing. The  first  year  was  devoted  mainly  to  the  reading 
area  resulting  in  an  extension  of  our  Open  Court 
Reading  Program  through  grade  six. 

The  extra  curricular  program  continues  to  be  very 
strong  in  North  Hampton.  Last  fall  we  had  over  60 
boys  and  girls  participate  in  soccer  and  another  25 
girls  in  field  hockey.  We  also  have  interscholastic 
competition  in  basketball,  softball  and  baseball.  In 
addition  we  have  a  very  active  intramural  program 
that  includes  football,  basketball,  volleyball,  softball, 
table  tennis  and  horseshoes. 
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Our  school  band  is  approaching  80  members  and  we 
have  difficulty  fitting  them  in  our  music  room.  Both  of 
our  chorus  groups  are  very  large  and  I  am  pleased  that 
we  are  beginning  to  attract  some  boys. 

The  roof  repairs  on  both  the  flat  and  pitched  roofs 
are  behind  schedule  due  to  a  late  start.  Other  major 
maintenance  projects  have  been  the  completion  of 
painting  the  outside  trim  and  two  additional  class- 
rooms have  been  converted  to  flourescent  lighting.  The 
lighting  change-over  should  be  completed  in  two  years. 

Many  thanks  are  due  to  our  custodial  staff  for  repair 
work  they  do  and  for  the  daily  upkeep  on  the  building. 
Their  efforts  and  concern  have  saved  the  community 
many  dollars.  While  on  the  subject  of  our  non-teaching 
staff  I  think  it  is  important  to  recognize  the  valuable 
input  of  all  our  non-teaching  personnel.  All  to  often 
their  contributions  go  unnoticed. 

It  is  seldom  that  I  have  the  opportunity  to  reach  all 
the  citizens  of  North  Hampton.  Therefore  I  would  like 
to  take  the  opportunity  by  this  report  to  inform  those 
people  without  children  in  the  schools  that  they  are 
welcome  to  come  in  to  visit  at  any  time. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  you  and  your  staff 
and  the  community  for  the  support  that  has  been 
given  to  our  school  during  the  past  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  North  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the  North 
Hampton  School  District. 

Two  major  curriculum  thrusts  this  year  have  been  a 
detailed  analysis  of  the  results  in  all  districts  of  the 
Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  and  the  Cognitive  Abilities 
Test  to  help  develop  priorities  for  the  study  and  crea- 
tion of  curriculum  and  the  construction  of  a  complete 
Math  Curriculum  in  Hampton  which  can  be  easily 
adapted  to  all  districts. 

To  help  in  the  transition  of  students  to  Winnacunnet 
High  School,  test  results  of  individual  students  were 
given  to  the  Guidance  Department  as  early  as  February. 
Eighth  Grade  Individual  Pupil  Item  Analysis  in  all 
sub-tests  (Vocabulary,  Reading,  Language  Skills,  Study 
Skills  and  Math  Skills)  were  given  to  the  English, 
Math  and  Guidance  departments.  As  these  tests  are 
used,  more  effective  selection  of  courses  by  students 
should  occur. 

With  the  detailed  knowledge  of  the  composition  of 
the  student  body,  more  relevant  courses  can  be  created 
for  a  better  development  sequence  of  skills  and  knowl- 
edges. 

Presently  a  study  of  the  needs  of  students  in  the 
Language  Arts  area  is  in  progress.  By  June  1977 
curriculum  construction  in  discipline  should  be  in  the 
final  stages. 

Federal  legislation  has  been  enacted  that  requires 
the  identification  of  those  students  needing  special 
assistance  due  to  a  handicap  and  also  guarantees  such 
children  a  "free  appropriate  public  education." 
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In  an  effort  to  fully  acquaint  you  with  the  ramifica- 
tions of  the  new  requirements  I  am  including  as  part  of 
my  annual  report  excerpts  from  a  document  entitled 
"U.S.  Raising  the  Stakes  —  Aid  to  Handicapped" 
issued  during  May  of  1976  by  the  Strafford  Learning 
Center  located  in  Somersworth,  New  Hampshire: 

"As  new  federal  law  on  education  for  the  handi- 
capped raises  serious  questions  for  the  states  con- 
cerning the  funding  and  administration  of  special 
education  programs. 

The  law,  known  as  the  Education  for  all  Handi- 
capped Children  Act  of  1975  (Public  Law  94-142), 
goes  beyond  a  simple  extension  of  federal  aid  for 
state  programs  for  the  handicapped.  In  return  for 
that  support,  it  requires  the  states  to  provide  "free 
appropriate  public  education"  for  all  handicapped 
children,  regardless  of  whether  federal  funds  are 
provided  in  the  full  amounts  authorized  by  the  law. 

The  extent  of  this  commitment  is  substantial,  be- 
cause "free  appropriate  public  education"  is  defined 
broadly  by  the  act  as  comprising  both  "special 
education"  and  "related  services."  The  latter  term 
covers  "transportation  and  such  developmental,  cor- 
rective and  other  supportive  services  (including  speech 
pathology  and  audiology,  psychological  services, 
physical  and  occupational  therapy,  recreation,  and 
medical  and  counseling  services,  except  that  such 
medical  services  shall  be  for  diagnostic  and  evalua- 
tion purposes  only)  as  may  be  required  to  assist  a 
handicapped  child  to  benefit  from  special  educa- 
tion," including  "the  early  identification  and  assess- 
ment of  handicapping  conditions  in  children."  After 
fiscal  year  1977,  federal  aid  is  authorized  as  a 
percentage  of  the  total  cost  of  providing  education 
for  handicapped  children  in  the  states,  calculated 
on  the  basis  of  children  actually  served.  The  law 
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authorizes  federal  support  of  5  percent  of  such  costs 
in  1978,  10  percent  in  1979,  20  percent  in  1980,  30 
percent  in  1981  and  40  percent  in  1982.  Based  on 
current  projections,  if  appropriations  are  made  at 
those  levels,  the  federal  government  could  be  spend- 
ing over  $3  billion  per  year  on  education  of  the 
handicapped  by  1982. 

Starting  in  fiscal  year  1978,  the  federal  government 
will  pay  a  percentage  of  the  actual  cost  of  serving 
children  at  the  following  rates: 

Fiscal  Year  Pet. 

1978 5% 

1979   10% 

1980 20% 

1981   40% 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  funds,  each  state  must 
assure  that  "a  free  appropriate  public  education" 
will  be  available  by  Sept.  1,  1978,  for  all  handi- 
capped children  3  to  18  years  old  and  by  Sept.  1, 
1980,  for  all  handicapped  children  3  to  21  years  old  — 
except  where  provision  of  services  to  children  ages  3 
to  5  and  18  to  21  would  conflict  with  state  law  or 
court  order. 

The  new  law  retains  previous  safeguards  and  strength- 
ens grievance  and  complaint  procedures.  Among 
the  provisions: 

1.  Parents  or  guardians  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  examine  all  records  concerning  the  identifi- 
cation, evaluation  and  placement  of  their  child- 
ren and  to  obtain  an  education  evaluation  of 
the  child. 

2.  Parents  or  guardians  must  receive  prior  writ- 
ten notice  when  the  agency  is  to  initiate  or 
refuse  to  change  a  child's  placement.  The  notice 
must  be  in  the  parents'  or  guardians'  native 
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language  and  must  provide  an  opportunity  to 
complain  about  the  matter. 

3.  Parents  will  have  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing 
before  the  state  or  local  education  agency,  but 
in  no  case  shall  an  employee  of  the  agency 
involved  in  the  child's  education  conduct  the 
hearing.  Adequate  appeal  procedures  are 
required." 


I  am  apprehensive  about  the  funding  of  the  law.  As 
happens  many  times,  it  may  be  that  the  local  taxpayer 
will  end  up  shouldering  the  major  part  of  the  expense 
of  the  new  legislation.  I  will  keep  you  informed  as  to 
developments  in  this  area.  If  you  desire  additional 
information,  please  contact  the  Supervisory  Union 
Office. 

Included  in  this  school  district  report  is  a  "Summary 
of  Findings  and  Recommendations"  section  of  an 
audit  of  supervisory  union  central  office  financial 
transactions  completed  by  the  Municipal  Services  Divi- 
sion of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  The  report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1974  and  was  received  by  me  on  December  28, 
1976.  Of  necessity  the  report  involved  several  previous 
years  of  financial  record  keeping.  As  of  this  writing 
the  recommendations  have  been  or  shortly  will  be 
implemented.  The  full  report  is  available  in  the  Super- 
visory Union  Office  for  your  perusal.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  ex- 
amination and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  21  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1974,  which 
was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  your 
request. 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly 
included  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  neces- 
sary in  the  circumstances. 

General  Comments  and  Recommendations 

Unauthorized  Assumption  of  District  Treasurer's  Duties: 

The  functions  of  the  School  District  Treasurers' 
regarding  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  payment 
of  district  obligations  were  unlawfully  delegated  to 
Supervisory  Union  personnel.  This  was  accomplished 
by  transferring  to  the  Supervisory  Union  "accounts 
payable"  and  "payroll"  checking  accounts  funds  of 
each  School  District  which  were  required  to  pay  for 
disbursements  authorized  by  each  respective  School 
Board.  This  arrangement  caused  the  commingling  of 
funds  belonging  to  the  various  districts  with  those  of 
other  Districts  and  the  Supervisory  Union. 

In  this  connection,  it  must  be  stated  that  RSA 
197:23-a  stipulates  that  the  district  treasurer  "shall 
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have  custody  of  all  monies  belonging  to  the  School 
District,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  order  of 
the  School  Board" .  These  duties  may  not  legally  be 
delegated  to  anyone  else  within  or  without  each  respec- 
tive School  District. 

The  administration  of  District  funds  in  the  fore- 
going manner  generated  a  great  amount  of  confusion 
in  the  various  District  and  Supervisory  Union  accounts 
due  to  incorrect  application  of  funds  and  credits. 

AS  a  result  of  the  many  interfund  transfers  and 
incorrect  entries  therefor,  inadequate  accountability 
was  provided  by  the  records  maintained  by  the  bus- 
iness office  for  each  District  and  the  Supervisory 
Union. 

Funds  Deposited  in  Out  of  State  Banks  Without  Re- 
quired Collateral: 

Funds  belonging  to  the  Districts  and  Supervisory 
Union  were  placed  on  deposit  in  an  out  of  state  bank, 
namely  the  Augusta  (Maine)  Trust  Company,  without 
requiring  that  institution  to  comply  with  the  statutory 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  197:23-a  regarding  collateral  secur- 
ity to  be  placed  with  the  State  Treasurer. 

Retention  of  Records: 

The  auditors  were  not  provided  and  could  not  obtain 
cancelled  checks  written  on  the  Augusta  Trust  Com- 
pany. R.S.A.  33-A:4  provides  that  checks  and  bills  be 
retained  for  6  years. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  disbursements  made  from 
the  above  checking  accounts  were  made  on  the  bank's 
own  checks  rather  than  those  of  the  respective  Dis- 
tricts and  Supervisory  Union.  There  is  no  statutory 
authority  allowing  this  method  of  handling  public 
funds. 
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Inadequate  and  Incomplete  Accounting  Procedures: 

The  accounts  and  records  maintained  for  each  Dis- 
trict and  Supervisory  Union  were  incomplete  in  that 
proprietary  accounts  were  not  maintained  and  the 
revenue  and  expenditure  records  prepared  by  hand 
and  by  mechanical  process  had  not  been  summarized 
in  one  place  for  the  fiscal  years  audited.  As  a  result  of 
this  situation,  it  was  necessary  for  the  auditors  to 
reconstruct  all  the  accounts  for  the  years  examined. 

The  newly  acquired  accounting  machine  was  not 
being  utilized  to  its  maximum  potential.  Accounting 
controls  over  expenditures  were  not  adequately  main- 
tained. There  was  no  machine  accounting  for  receipts. 
Also,  there  were  no  accounting  controls  maintained 
over  payroll  deductions  accounts. 

Receipts  and  expenditures  were*  not  reconciled  on  a 
monthly  basis  with  the  various  Treasurer's  account. 
This  particular  function  is  essential  to  the  effective 
management  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  and  the  constituent  Districts. 

Payments  to  various  professional  associations  were 
made  in  many  instances  in  advanc  b  of  actual  payroll 
deductions.  It  certain  cases,  such  prepayments  were 
not  fully  recovered  due  to  early  removal  from  service  of 
the  personnel  affected. 

The  original  report  of  audit  prepared  earlier  by  the 
independent  auditor  previously  retained  for  the  annual 
examination  of  the  Supervisory  Union  and  District 
accounts  did  not  reflect  the  proper  financial  condition 
of  these  governmental  units. 

During  the  course  of  this  audit  the  above  problems 
were  discussed  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
Supervisory  Union  Board  and  the  Business  Adminis- 
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trator.  The  Supervisory  Union  Board  was  advised  to 
take  proper  steps  to  eliminate  all  non  conforming 
procedures  and  to  implement  a  system  of  accounting 
fully  consistent  with  generally  accepted  school  account- 
ing principles. 

Recommendations: 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  to  correct 
the  deficiencies  noted  hereinabove: 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  comply  with  R.S.A. 
197:23-a  and  cease  to  act  in  the  aforementioned  fidu- 
ciary capacity.  Accordingly,  the  school  district  trea- 
surers and  school  boards  should  stop  making 
unauthorized  transfers  of  funds  to  the  Supervisory 
Union; 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  and  School  Districts 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  197:23-a  when 
depositing  funds  in  bank  accounts  in  out  of  state 
banks; 

That  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  33-a;4  concerning  re- 
tention of  records  be  complied  with; 

That  adequate  controls  be  established  in  account- 
ing for  both  receipts  and  expenditures; 

That  proprietary  accounts  be  established  in  accord- 
ance with  generally  accepted  accounting  practices; 

That  payroll  deduction  control  cards  be  maintained 
for  each  constituent  school  district  member  and  that 
such  records  be  reconciled  monthly  with  employee 
earnings  records; 

That  the  practice  of  paying  membership  dues  in 
advance  of  payroll   deductions  be  discontinued,  as 
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there  is  no  statutory  authority  empowering  the  Super- 
visory Union  or  the  School  Districts  to  disburse  funds 
in  this  manner; 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  make  reimbursements, 
by  Supervisory  Union  checks,  to  the  Hampton  and 
Seabrook  School  Districts  for  excess  transfers  made 
by  these  districts.  The  sums  owed  are  indicated  in  the 
liabilities  section  of  the  balance  sheet  of  June  30,  1974 
as  determined  by  this  audit;  ,, 

In  view  of  the  aforementioned  violations  of  law  and 
inconsistent  accounting  procedures,  this  Division  is 
unable  to  certify  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Supervisory  Union  as  of  June  30, 
1974. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-a,  Section  21,  require 
that  the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recom- 
memdations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published 
in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Supervisory  Union. 
Publication  of  the  exhibits  contained  in  this  report  is 
optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Supervisory  Union 
Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its 
entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Super- 
visory Union  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of 
the  audit.
